‘Abd Rabbuh called on all Arab states to take a stand opposing by action, 
not by word, the step to annex Jerusalem to lerael, which supplements 
the “conspiratorial Camp David plan,"

Nations ta considered more advanced than the previo re sobut boning mbnes 
it calla unequivocably tor tlarael's withdrawal trom occupbhed Arab) and 
Males tintan territory, without conditions of restriettonns, art a dead 
line tor thin withdrawal, calla tor the establiahment of an Lodependent 
VMalestinian state, and puarantees the eight of the relupees to return 
to their nation, 


lhe resevluttion consider that the United Nationa should demand tollowetyp 
of implementation, and, for the tlrat time, deems It necessary to apply 
the sanctions included in the United Nations Charter against larael, 

if it does not comply with thia resolution, Also, this emerypency seasion 


remains open and can be convened in the ftuture If the need artues, 
Wwe have abeolutely no tllusions that Israel and tte Am rican protector 
will omp ly with this resolut lon, but the resolution does frvclis ate this 
isolation im which (tsrael and the parties to Camp David have been 


placed, since Ile states voted tor the resolution, the highest percentage 
of votes cast tor any Palestinian resolution, 


The resolution proves that in spite of the strong pressure which the 
Inited States has applied to other International blocs, espectally 
Latin America, Atriea and Asia, could not achieve any success in 
forcing these blocs to vote against the resolution or even abstain 
from voting. 


Only a handful of client states on these three continents, such as 
Guatemala, the Dominican Republic, Liberia and Burma, support the 
American position, The rest of the states belonging to the OAU and the 
nonalined states voted in support of this resolution, Although the 
inited States sent personal messages to the leaders of the West 
huropean states calling on them to vote against the resolution, It 

did not achieve complete success with the exception of Norway, which 
bowed in abject fashion to American pressure and was among the seven 
states which voted against the resolution, However, the West buropean 
position of abstaining from voting reveals the truth about claims 

that there would be a positive new European initiative betore the 
inited Nations session is convened, and proves that the nations of 
Western hurope continue to be subject to the blackmail of America and 
to provide a cover tor Zionist expansion against our Palestinian people 
sod our Arab nation, The states of Western Europe justified their 
position at the United Nations by claiming that the resolution is 
imbalanced, because it does not provide for the right of all states oft 
the region to live within secure and recognized borders, This alleged 
imbalance is an obvious excuse, since Western Europe has thus far 
refused to accept, in return [for balance], recognition of the PLO 

as the sole representative of the Palestinian people and the right of 
our people to establish their independent state on their land, They 
are content to use obscure phrases suc) as “right to self-determination,'

According to reltable sources, both appotntments have been made with the 
purpose of ending differences’ between the opposing facttona, Khalq and 
Parcham, Since 80% of the army o [leers belong to the Khalq faction, 
there is deep resentyent and rebe lion in the army over the anti-Khalaq 
actions of the ruling party. This has gotten Rusata worrted, 


Therefore, it ts speculated that these two leaders of the Khalq tactton 
have been promoted at the suggestion of the Russtan advisors, 


According to analysts and commentate «+, the fact that President Karmal 
did not attend the meeting has deepe: significance, Some commentators 
have sald that Karmal was not allowed to attend the meeting, and that

[Text] Ielamabad, 7 Aug--According to Radio Kabul and the NEW TIMES, the 
offictal newspaper of the Afghan government, fighting between the ruling 
Parcham Khalq faction of Babrak Karmal and the faction in opposition, Kha 
Khalq, has reached ite climax, The Karmal regime has exiled to Moscow 
several ministers, generale and other high offictale belonging to the 
opposition Khalq Party, These inelude Aslam Watan Yar, Abdurrashid Arian, 
Asadullah Sarwari, Dre Shah Wali, Dr Saleh Mohammed Zairi, Gen Abdul 

Qadir Dagarwal and Gulab Zal, Positions vacated by these persons have 
been given to members of the Parcham faction, which te now in total con- 
trol of the government. 


After eliminating the Khalq faction, seven leaders of Babrak Karmal's 
ruling Parcham faction have aseumed contro! of adminiatrative affairs. 
These seven are: Nun Ahmad Nur, Nur Wakil, Dr Inayat Ratibsad, Mahmud 
Barali, Sultan Alf Khishtmand, 81) Habib and Bij Rafi. All these had 
been accused of being traitore by former President Hafizullah Amin, and 
had been made targets of severe reprisals. After Babrak Karmal came to 
power, Khalq leaders supported his regime. But they later opposed the 
government of the question of Russian intervention in Afghanistan. Now, 
the Khalq faction hase gained influence in the rural areas. This has led 
to speculation that the Khalq faction and the mujahidin will cooperate 
with each other to bring about the downfall of the Karmal regime and to 
oust the Russian army. Such a speculation has been confirmed by one 
mulahid leader, Prof Sayaf Gul.

for presently the narrowness of the premises in such that the crowd daily 
rufe the risk of suffocating, This crowd is justified by the very rea- 
sonable prices charged by Souk El-Fellah, 


The retall market bas decided for its part to no longer observe the 
fixed prices in foree, An easy profit which is made at the expense of 
workers’ pocketbooks has become the general rule. Only the atate stores 
bring about a true price stabilisation because supervision is inet fec- 
tive, Sanetions are net proportionate to fraud, which is spreading. All 
one has toe do is glanee at ENC of SONACAT to become aware of this, 

These two agencies have practically become genuine beehives to which 
converge a colony of speculators, made up of merchants holding trade 
registers and phantom merchants who possess trade registers but no 
business, or even those uncovered by any criterion Listed in regulations 
in foree. It ts to be hoped that the application of the new legislation 
will purge from this sector the parasites who indulge in a thousand and 
one practices which trouble the marketing circuit whose negation is felt 
directly by the consumer. 


rice Rises and Speculation 


The several formulae that have been applied have not really borne fruit, 
or at least they have perhaps partially reduced speculation. Indeed, 

one cannot deny the advantages of the “consumer producer" formula, which 
was adopted recently for refrigerators, stoves, and television sets. 

Another phenomenon has unfortunately burst upon the scene. This is the 
birth of @ consumer corporation whose only consumption is the purchase, 
atter which the product passes from hand to hand at prices which double. 


There are also consumers who acquire a batch of products which they turn 
over to 4 merchant in exchange for a substantial commission for having 

agreed to put up their national identity card and for having undergone 

the fastidious chain effects. This phenomenon which does not contribute 
greatly to the harmony of the marketing sector deserves closer analysis. 
For when all is said and done, in such a confused state of affairs, how 
can the real consumer who uses the product for his own needs be distin- 
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can the feal coteuter who uses the product tor tie own teeds be distin 
guished from the one who speculatese=ehia end concerhestn order to teed 
the parallel market,

WILAYA TRANSPORTATION ENTERPRISE SET UP 
Alagiera Hl, MOUDJAHID ta French 12 Aug 80 p 2? 


[Text] Mascara (APS)=-The transportation sector 
playe a primordial role in the economic develop- 
ment of every region of the country. In the 
wilaya of Mascara, an agricultural region which 
numbera 450,000 tnhabitanta, this sector faces 
serious probleme, 


With respect to passenger transportation, the 
SNTV of Mascara has only 16 buses avatlable for 
local tranaportation, of which several no longer 
meet current needa due to their antique vintage. 
To that muat be added the failure to operate 
public passenger transportation lines assigned 
the moudjahidines [veteraus|) and the weakness of 
private carriers who have available public 
transportation lines, but who do not satisfa - 
torily diacharge the alaaion which has devolved 
on there for lack of appropriate material means. 
There te also the cructal problem of achool bus 
service which shows up the weakness of passenger 
transportation. In order to find «a remedy to 
this situation, several proposals have been sub- 
mitted by the wilaya services involved to com 
petent central authorities, These suggest tons 
relate to increasing the fleet and creating new 
lines within the whlaya and others which link 
the wilaya with certain other regions, as well 
as creating a wilaya-wide transportation enter- 
prise. 


in the field of private carriers, the wilayea numbers nine carriers who 
have available equipment which presents very real dnager to passengers. 
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The vumber of passenger transportation Lines Ausigned to the moudjahidines 
totaly 13, However, the different assignees, who are undergoing financial 
ditficultion due to the lack of vehicle avallability, have not been able 
to serve the @esigned lines, Only one turn around, Oued TariaeMaseara, | 
presently in service, 


With respect to taxi transportation, 2448 vehicles are in service in the 
Wilaya, Concerning driver training and driver licensing, the wilaya hap 
14 eatablishments, On the other hand, only one examiner presently adminin 
tere teste for obtaining driver's Licenses, 


An tor publle cargo transportation, the number of vehicles under 5 1/7 
tone conpgaged in it wilayaewide comes to 70, These vehicles total about 
136 tone overall tonnage, 


Ghrisa Airfield Remains Shut 


The SNTR, which has available in the wilaya only one office used as a 
branch line, has no fleet at Mascara, which obliges the different opera 
tore to tind an alternative solution, 


The transport of perishable goods, espectally fruit and vegetables, poses 
enormous problems, as does supplying other wilayas from Mascara, during 
peak production seasons, for potatoes and ontons, for example. To that 
must be added the transport of merchandiae of existing commercial and 
industrial unite which number about 15 wilayaewide. Taking into account 
the present situation and the importance of transporting merchandise, an 
SNTR presence is indispensable. A study has been undertaken of the possi- 
bility of creating an SNTR merchandise transport center in the chief town 
of the wilaya. 


With respect to merchandise carriers working for their own account, their 
number has shown a decline for many reasons. Thus, out of 128 carriers 
who had 149 vehicles, there remain only 83 carriers who have 100 vehicles. 
On the other hand, public merchandise carriers with the help of vehicles 
of over 5 1/2 tons prossessing special temporary authorizations (STA) saw 
their number increase to reach eix carriers who have eight (with a capa- 
city of 8 to 12 tons) with new vehicle attributions by virtue of moudjahi- 
dine reclassification. 


With respect to the wilaya's railway infrastructure, it consists of two 
main lines, namely Oran-Algiers, with service to Sig and Mohammadia on 
normal track, and Mohammadia-Bechar, with service to Hacine-Tizi-Ghriss 
on narrow track (120 km of track within the wilaya). The shortcomings 

of the rail network, the time required for car availability, accentuated 
by their transfer to narrow track, result in almost the total volume of 
merchandise in transit being shipped by truck, especially when perishable 
goods are involved, and this even though the wilaya has a large train 
atation available for use at Mohammadia. 
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lhree yards are planned in order to tnerease the number of cars, and a 
minietrain or “ommibua"” will have to be placed in service between 
Mohammadia-Oued Tarta, which will grant relief to the population centered 
around this axia, The link-up of Mascara's industrial zone with the Tizi 
utation also proves to be necessary, 


in short, the economic development of the Mascara wilaya requires, an tat 
an transportation ts concerned, the creation of a public passenger trans 
portation enterprise, the setting up of an SNTR transportation center, 
the utrengthening of the SNTV fleet and the aerial accommodation of the 
Ghriss airport.

[Text|) Algiers (APS)--Within the framework of the joint Ministry of the 
Interior and Mintatry of Housing and Urban Development action program, 
and with an eye to giving cecisive impetus to the concretization of the 
priorities drawn up by the Political Directorate in the vital field of 
housing, an important working session brought together, yesterday after: 
noon in the Governmeat Palace, Boualem Benhamouda, member of the Polit- 
buro, miniater of the interior and Ahmed Ali Ghazali, member of the 
Centra] Committee, minister of housing and urban development, in addition 
to representatives of the central adminiatrations of the two ministries. 


During this meeting, the following three large dockets were examined: Land 
reserves, resorption of precarious housing, and rural housing. Important 
decisions were also drawn up. 


With respect to land reserves and in order to encourage individual or 
collective housing, the streamlining of procedures heretofore employed 
was the first point tackled. Thus with an eye to speeding up the process 
of transferring lots to private individuals, the two ministers agreed 

on a certain number of provisions intended to improve on the procedures 
recently employed, 


In addition to the easing of lot transfers, the government has released 
more than 30 million dinars which it has set apart for allotment studies 
which will be carried out by national (ECOTEC, CADAT...) and local plan- 
ning departments. 


The planning departments will be in charge, within the framework of spe- 
cial conventions with the wilayas, of carrying out studies of allotments 
intended for individual or collective housing, of furnishing, at the 
same time, and free of charge to buyers, housing plans which thus cxempt 
the latter from the long and slow procedure of obtaining a building per- 
mit. 
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lt is to be recalled that this operation tnyvolves close to 1,200 localition 
situated throughout the natlonal territory and eapectally in the intertor 
of the country where apace and town planning constraints are leas acute, 


The planned streamlining ia certain to beget progress in thie action which 
han already, to date, chalked up valuable results, 


The second point examined at this meeting concerned the resorption of 
shantytownes and the tight againet tllegal building. 


It must be mentioned in thie regarda, that under the combined pressure 
od demographic growth and the housing cristae, regulation in reapect to 
supervision of town planning has shown itself, put to the teat of actual 
fact, to be Inadequate and ineffectual and has been unable to avert the 
proliferation, in certain zones, of shantytowne and the multiplication of 
illegal and unauthorized uncivilized apontaneous, precarious housing, 


in order to correct this situation, which seriously compromises the phy- 
siognomy of our cities, the two mintatera examined the following possi- 
bilities: 


--considerably streamlining the procedure for granting building permits 
in agglomerations of more than 2,000 inhabitanta; 


--submitting, on the other hand, to a meticulous procedure construction 
in zones of prime agricultural value whose preservation and valorization 
the Central Committee has, it le known, requested; 


--increasing the civil and penal sanctions against tnfringers of town 
planning rules. 


Concerning existing shantytowns, a joint program between the two minis- 
tries was decided upon. This program involves: 


--an inventory of all insanitary and precarious housing th ough the regis- 
tration of the Identity of the occupants, the make-up of the families 
concerned, and the consistency of this housing; 


--the obligation for local authorities to set aside a housing quota, in 
programs presently on-going or those to be carried out in the future, in 
order to progressively relodge shantytown occupants. 


These measures remain nevertheless simple palliatives to the problem of 
insanitary housing, the real solution of which is to be found in the 
promotion of rural housing. 

In the spirit of promoting rural housing, the two ministries decided, 


in agreement with the ministries of agriculture and agrarian revolution, 
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wd of planning and national development, a program of encouragement of 
rural housing, 





lhis program, which fits into the policy of Lategrating work and housliny, 
consists of equipping, tree of charge, the fellaheen with developed lotsa, 
comatruction materiale with a view to making it possible for them to bulld 
by themselves, with the ald of the People's Communal Assemblics and the 
technical branches of agriculture and town planning, tndividual lodging» 
adapted to rural environment and located close to thelr work, 


The concretization of this program will make it possible to stop rural 
exodus in ite tracks, and, thereby, to settle workers of the land, 


In the lest analysis, the range of measures adopted tn this coordination 
meting fits into an overall strategy which alms at rendering effective 
the complementarity between rural milieu and urban milleu, a preoccupa- 
tion whose ultimate goal is the equitable and harmonious raising of living 
standards of city and country dwellers,

PLOT TO SEIZE SOVLET EMBASSY FOTLED; ARMY, INTERNAL OPPOSITION DISCUSSED

a8 Painters to Protect Its Embassy in Tran] 


[Text] On the morning of Monday, the 23rd of Last June, the Soviet Embassy 
in Tehran contacted the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and notified the minis- 
try's Protocol Section of the imminent arrival of 35 Soviet painters on a 
spectal Tllyushin plane because the embassy building needed to be painted 
from the inside and the outside, The embassy asked for the necessary tacil- 
ities for those painters upon their arrival in the international airport of 
the Iranian capttal, The Protocol Section asked the embassy why it didn't 
use Irantan "painters" when Tehran is full of them and when they are known 
capable and skillful. The embassy said that for security reasons, it de- 
diced to use Soviet workers and that it was necessary to permit them to 
enter the country. 


The spectal Illyushin plane arrived on the following day. The Soviet "paint- 
ers" disembarked, each carrying a big and heavy suitcase, and headed immed- 
lately for a column of black Zim cars belonging to the Soviet Embassy which 
took the painters to the embassy building in the center of the Iranian capi- 
tal, 


The Tranian Ministry of Foreign Affairs officials were not unaware that these 
painters had nothing to do with painting the embassy or with anything of the 
sort. More than «a week did actually pass but the embassy made no ettorts to 
do any painting and none of the 35 workers appeared outside its premises, 

The Tranian Ministry of Foreign Affairs contacted the Ministry of Defense to 
notify it of the matter and to inform it of its suspicions regarding the mis 
sion of these Soviet workers, Mostafa Shamran, the minister of defense and 
the chief official in charge of the state internal and external security, 
instructed his aides to watch the Soviet Embassy and the moves of the Soviet 
diplomats closely. 


After 2 days of intensive watch, Shamran's aides informed their command that 
there was abnormal activity inside the embassy indicating the presence of a 
atate of semi-emergency in it. The aldes said that a large number of the 
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yovViet yuards were carrying vartled weapon, [ne ludiop ant btank weapons nd 
yas bombs used tor dispersing demonstrations, The aldes also tatormed the 
command that the ombassy employees were seen moving radio communteatton equip 
Wont to the embassy building vaults and that the reatdentlal whoag of the om 
basey, used for the diplomats and thelr families, seemed to be completely 
empty whieh indicated the presence of the occupants tn underyround ahelter 





1 JS June, Mostata Shamran decided to make his move and hin men stayed a 
surprise rald on a apectal meeting of the leadership bureau of the Commun tet 
Tudeh Party and arrested most of those present, tne ludingestn addition to thy 
party Mene@a number of the Lrantan armed torces of fticers and Vieadtmir Golo 
Vanhov, the Tirst secretary of the Soviet Embassy, 


Mostala Shamran belteved tirmly that the meeting was held to staye an opera 
tion of sorts tnetde the -Trantan capital, But taterrogation of the arrested 
Iranians produced no matertal evidence and the Ministry of Poretgn Alfatre 
had to content itself with t[asuing an order for the deportation of Colovanoy 
and all $5 members of the “patating"™ team, who had done absolutely no pate 
ing work even though more than a week passed since their arrival, within 24 
hours, What is surprising ts that Soviet Ambassador Aleksander Vinogradoy 
raised no objection to the expulston of the first secretary but objected 
atrongly to the deportation of the housepainters., Vinogradov wotttiod th 
Iranian offf_fetals that tf the Lrantan government tosisted on deporting the 
Soviet workers, then all the Soviet Embassy stati, tneluding Vinogradov bin 
sell, would leave on the same plane. when asked tf this meant severance of 
the diplomatic relations between the two countrtles, the Soviet ambassador 
answered curtly: "Yes." The Trantan authorities then backed down on thets 
demand tor deportation of the Soviet workers and only diplomat Golovanoy and 
his tamily were deported, 





On the evening of Sunday, 6 July, Vinogradov contacted Iranian Foreign Min 
iste: Sadeq Gotbzadeh by telephone and requested an urgent meeting with him, 
The meeting took place only half an hour after the telephone call. During 
the meeting, Vinogradov delivered to Gotbzadeh the details of a scheme to 
seize the Soviet Embassy in an operation similar to that in which the U.S, 
Embassy was occupted, Vinogradov said that the plan was scheduled tor im 
plementation by midnight and that it was to be carried out by a number of 
armed persons led by Hojjatoleslam Mohammad Montazert, the son of Ayatollat 
Montazert. Vinogradov presented to Gotbzadeh a report on the gathering pla 
es of those armed men and a precise timetable of thelr movement and of thett 
plan to attack the embassy and seize ite main building. The timetable also 
included the names of the members involved in the scheme. The Soviet ambas 
sador demanded that the Trantan Revolutton Council adopt tmmediate measures 
to stop the operation. The mintster of foreign alftairs was warned that the 
Soviet Union is prepared to take all measures, tnocluding military force, to 
protect the embassy, 


Less than half an hour after Vinogradov's departure from Gotheadeh's of tice, 
the Revolution Council was holding an emergency meeting to discuss the Soviet 
ultimatum. The council then tssued tts tnstructions to the revolutlonars 
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vid to surtound all the yvothertog places of Montavger b's milithas and to 
prevent thom trom makbay any move even Et the altuatton catled tor opentny 
fire on them, Alter diecusstons lastiog more than one hour with the leaders 
of these milithas, Montagert's torees abandoned the Soviet Kmbasay aperatton 
dnd dispersed quletly without ttetnayg a stogtbe bullet, The Trantanes thought 
thot the matter had ended at that but were then surprised by an otttetal 
Statement trom the Sovbet Goeveroment tao the Form of a warning apaatost oan 
move apyoabost the Soevblet Embassy tao Tehran, Nhe olf tetal TASS news aypenesy 
keptoo tepeatiog the statement tor reason and tor ne reason desplte the 
lrantan assurances te the Sovlete that the planned move was destroyed ta the 
cradte and that the embassy was completely sate, 


However, the Trantans came to belleve tlemly that something was belog plotted 
ihotnat them, An important meetiog was held at the home of Ayatollah Kho 
meloat and was attended by Ayatollah Beheshtl, the leader of the Latamieo he 
publlean Party, by Ayatollah Seyyed "ALL Khamene'l, Khometoat'a personal rep 
resentative in the armed torces, and by Miniater of Defense Mostata Shamran, 
Neither President Abolhassan BanteSadr nor Foreign Mintater Gothvyadehl attended 
the moot low, hey didn't even know a thing about tte convocation, about what 
wan discussed in it or about ite resolut tones, 


Several reports pathered by Mostata Shamran trom hie vartlous intel biysene: 
mourees were presented to Ayatollah Khometnt., The tirat report was on the 
increased Soviet activity taside the Trantan armed torces and on the susp 
clouw wetivith of members of the Communiat Tudeh Party among the army tor 
cons, lhe report sald that there aleao was tnereased military activity tn the 
Soviet army bases near the Casptlan Sea which ts adjacent to tran's northern 
hordes 


One of those attending the meeting asked Shamran about the source of hia in 
formation on the Soviet moves north of the Ttrantan borders and Shamran said: 
"The source of the toaformation ta the U.S. tatelligence and we have recetved 
the information through a third party,” 


Mostafa Shamran's second report was on the sftuation tn the huge atr base of 
(Noweheh Howr), located near Hamadan in western tran, This report said that 

i targe oumber of the base of ffeers and pllots were tn contact with anti-revo 
lution element living outside the country, partleulartly with former Prime 
Minister Shahpor Bakht tar 


ln the third report, Mostafa Shamran presented his visualization of the situ 
ition in the Trantan oll area of Khuzestan and talked about the inereastng 
popularity of Ahmad Madani, the area's former commander, among the population, 
Ahmad Madani lost the presidential battle to Bant-Sadr when Khometat declared 
his support for the present president a few days before the clecttlons., Mad 
mi did not forget this “lotrivue” and started to agitate his supporters and 
followers agatost Khometoti's and to extend bridges of communication with th 
naval base in Abadan and with the army torces tn the area, The report satd 
that Madant was planning for a coup against the central government tn tran 
and for the secesston of Khugestan and ite vast of l wealth, 
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Mostala Shamran's fourth and tinal report Was on the ftoree oppontag Ayatollah 
Khowelal “whieh hae oo eontaeta with foretgn ecireles of with the lranian op 
poait ton broad," Th report Warned that this internal opposition te lnerean 
ine, to beginning to take the form of organigationn and that ite popularity 
in fisting because tt te clear of any suapictons regarding tte nat ional in 
fentions of ite acting as an agent of the former regime or of any foreign 
coment ette 


The Meeting lasted tor houra and it was decided to earty out 4 quick purty 
operation to wipe out plote before they spread, Khometal asked Moatata Sham 
ran and Ayatollah Khamene'i to prepare a tieat of those plotting agataat the 
regime and to present it to him, 


two da later, Shawran and Khamene'! arrived at Khometal's residence with «a 
lint of 1,110 names ineluding all or the overwhelming majority of the plot 
ters in the armed forees, Shamran alao brought with him a plan to deatroy 
iid liquidate the plotters by using the revolutionary guard forces that oup 
port the regime, Again, President Bani-Sadr was informed of neither the plan 
nor the time of ite implementatton, 


in % July, Shamran atarted to move the forces supporting him to the army bua 
on whete opponents of the regime are concentrated, On the night of TO Taly, 
the rapid offensive, arresta and liquidation operation atatted, Most of 

the action centered in the area around the capital, tn the (Nowehel tHowr) 
iit base and in some of the bases around the Caspian Sea, There was some 
resiotance, espectally in the Abvay and Mosaddaq air bases, The clashes con 
tinued until I? July. A large aumber of those accused of plotting were kill 
ed, others fled and nearly 600 persons were arrested, Some of the escapeer 
flew a helleopter and landed it in the Turkish provinee of (CAghri) and asked 
the Ankara government for political asylum, 





The number of those arrested by 14 July amounted to 632 members of the armed 
torces, 77 of whom have already been executed. Most of those executed were 
high-ranking of ffeera, tneluding former Chief of Statf Gen Hushang 'Natem and 
the commander of the armored corps in Khuzestan province. But it then becom 
evident to Mostata Shamran and hie aides that a large number of the plotters 
were etill at large and so he closed Iran's borders and its airports for 44 
hours, Tehran atrport was opened last Friday but the other exite have re 
mained closed in an attempt to prevent the escapees from sneaking outside 

the country, 


President Bant-Sadr was not informed of the move againat the plotters, or of 
those accused of plotting, until a full day after the operation was carricd 
out. We was then entrusted with the task of announcing the operation to the 
pe ople .

Tehrane«While the Sandiniata revolution in Nlearagua is celebrating 
the firet anniversary of crushing Somoga'’s dictatorship and releasing the 
democratic Liberttes, the Iranian revolution, deseribed as having come to 
change the face of the world, ia atill floundering in feartul and bloody 
chaos, The struggle for secular power between the civilians and the clerpy

for 2 weeks now, reports of the executions carried out in tran to the middle

Amidet this sea of uncertainty, Iranian President Abolhasan Bani-Sadr stood 
before the Islamic Consultative Assembly the Tuesday before last to take the 
oith, under the supervision of Supreme Judiciary Council Chairman Ayatollah 
ieheahti, to become the first president of the Islamic Iranian Republic of - 
ficially and legally. It was said that he would appoint a prime minister 
iomediately fo: the awaited government.

not known how to exploit his election popularity which amounted last Janu 
ary to 75 pereent of the Iranian people, has turned a blind eye to many is- 
sues and has gone along with others at the expense of issues that he should 
have defended and not permitted to be destroyed. Perhaps Bani-Sadr has com 
mitted a miatake by relying too heavily on his conviction which he has de- 
clared repeatedly, namely “I am the spiritual son of Imam Khomeini,” whereas 
it seems that the final positions taken by Khomeini is a course favoring 
President Bani-Sadr's main rival, namely Ayatollah Beheshti, the chairman of 
the Islamic Republican Party.

In a [telephone] contact with a friend in Tehran | asked him about his fa- 
ther and he said: “Thank God he is in jail, This ts safer than being out 
side it ” 


A TRIBUNE DE GENEVE correspondent has said in a report from tran: | wan tine 
tening to the radio with an Irantan friend when | noticed the bitterness 

that painted his face, 1 understood the reason when he translated to me the 
appeal that was being broadcast from the radio by one of Ayatollah Khometni's 
sides, The appeal sald: 


"Destroy, destroy more becuase you will [not] destroy much [presumably mean 
ing enough) whatever you do." 


The correspondent has added: Outside, the Iranian cities were drowning tn 
dirt, chaos and the last moan, 


Last Wednesday and while a l2-year old girl was being given 25 lashes because 
she had swum in an area of the Caspian Sea set aside for men, Ayatollah Hash- 
emi Rafsanjant, the Lranian Consultative Assembly chairman, was speaking tn 
the parliament about the hostages issue, promising that it would be discussed 
shortly. He then read a message sent by 180 members of the U.S. Congress 
calling tor the release of their compatriots. Rafsanjani silenced the depu- 
ties who tried to make objections and comments, 


When the shah died, nobody asked about the fate of the hostages because all 
know that their issue is not Linked to the shah's life or death, especially 
since the United States has repeatedly declared that the seizure of the hos 
tages has led to an international crisis, 
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Now that the Trigtan parliament bas agreed to read 4 tessage coneerntiy the 
hontapyes, fo few hope las emerged, especially since Kateanjant bimelt tans 
sild to Mareus Kaleer, the Swias charge d'affaires who delivered the tonnage 
to Rateanjani: “Vell the Amerteans that thin tasue will not be settled peace 
tully," 


hohran tae been pasetoag the time with rumors clrealatloag among the people re 
gardiog the tate of the hostages, One of the rumors ta to the effect that a 
decision has been actually taken to execute the hostages but that Lt has not 
boon apreed on the timing yet. The rumor adda that BanteSadr ia now tight 
ing for the cancellatton of thie deelaton, 


Another rumor saye that in return tor releasing the hostages, the Lrantan 
loaders will demand restoration of the ahah family's wealth without lorget- 
ting the more important part, namely release of the [frozen] billlona of 
dollars, 


On the other hand, Queen, the American hostage who was released due to ttl 
hess, bas sald that the hostages themselves belleve that they are closer to 
death than they are to life, 


The trap of the hostages tn whieh the Lrantan leadership ta thrashing about 
in countered [presumably meaning compounded] by another trap, namely agree- 
ment over the prime minister, So far, Iran ia still facing a constitutlonal 
oriste which underlines the tnability of all the parties concerned to agree 
on an “acceptable” candidate who can "shake the world," to put it in the 
words of one of the Lrantan clergymen, 


Nobody can yet imagine the uproar which will be created over whomever is cho- 
sen to become the prime minister, Tranian President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr ox 
perienced new failure last week when he succumbed to the radical Islam: 
group and withdrew his nomination of Mustafa Mir Salim to the post of prime 
minieter., Bani-Sadr has thus confirmed that the Islamic Republican Party 
will continue to maneuver until it imposes Jalaleddin Farsi without any con- 
sideration for the Impact of such a step on Bani-Sadr. 


It seems that the end which Bani-Sadr and his group have reached has wiped 
out the charges directed against his enemies or against those who tried to 
plot a coup against him tacluding, tor example, Hasan Ayah, the Islamic Re 
publican Party theoretician, who was behind the attempted coup against Bani 
Sadr--an attempt called Ayah's Recordings [tasjilat ayah| (Ayah explained to 
students the plan to attack and oust Bani-Sadr). Ayah came out this week to 
say that the Iranian constitution contains numerous means to relieve the pres 
ident of the republic and to elect another president. 


The struggle among individuals is escalating while Iran is heading tor the 
unknown. The seven-man committee that was scheduled to be formed and to 
which the Iranian people have attached big hopes has not been formed because 
of Ayatollah Khomeini's refusal to participate itn it or to send his repre: 
sentative to it, So tar, Khomeini is still squatting high above, watching 
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the strobes taktay place to the elvtl and religous Tnetbtut bone and be tiny 
confident that this attuatton will tlre the partthes tavelved ta the st rupgge be 
and that he wlll remain the atrongest, At the same time, Khometlol knows 
that release of the hostages would mean reductog the aphere of hia strength 
and that the formatbon of an executive apparatus conutattoag of a government 
wid legal members [ate] would aleo diminteh tie reputation though mot hin 
bord 


Mul clinging to the prinetple of tadividual power does not eliminate Lran's 
domestic travedy and does not eliminate what ta betog hatched around it, iT 
termatiyv, tt ta well known, all matters have come to a halt. Admintatrative 
departments are nonextateat and the decision makers are nonextatent. lve 
though the Toternal tragedy ta big, tt ts not as important as what ia happen 
ing abroad, 


A well-intormed source has assured AL@HAWADITH that on 2? July 1980, the went 
ern countrles started to implement the resoluttons they took In the Vento 
conference, ina that conterence, the west reallged that tt ta impossible to 
reach an understanding with Khometat's regime and that thia regime had to 
be climinated, On that day, the weat agreed to go back to the Guadeloupe 
conference resoluttonsa taken at the end of 1974 =-resoluttons which adopted 
George Ball's theory that the solution to the Trantan problem can be based 
onty on supporting Shahpor Bakhttlar who was the prime minister of Tran at 
the time, 


lhe welle«tateormed source added that thla resolutton became known to lran and 
thus tt decided to liquidate Bakhttar in his capacity as the “ready alterna.

"radical pessimists" who say that those in power in Tran have not understood 
that fragmenting the state element will motivate those demanding self-rule to 
yo further and demand secession.

[Text] The fighting in Kordestan haa again intensified 
since last Wednesday. According to reports reaching 
Tehran, these battles have been in the vicinity of Tokab, 
Mehabad and Merivan, for the most part, with Kurdish 
rebol casualties amounting to 106 persons, while govern- 
ment forces lost only 39 persons. These figures ought 

to be taken with caution in the absence of an announce- 
ment from the rebel staff. 





Owing to the ban on travel by foreign correspondents to 
Kordestan, actual reports concerning the forces in these 
areas are having a hard time reaching the outside world. 
LIBERATION held an interview with a member of the Cen- 
tral Committee of Kordestan Democratic Party of Lran who 
came to Europe last week. 


Question: In April, President Bani-Sadr drafted a new plan of attack 
against Kordestan and announced at the time that Kurdish resistance would 
be broken. After the fall of the cities of Sanandaj, Saqqez and Baneh it 
has finally come out that military operations had decreased. What has 
happened in Kordestan over the last 2 months? 


Answer: Large operations have not been undertaken but military actions 
have not decreased. Revolutionary guards and soldiers have launched at- 
tacks against the provinces of Kordestan, supported by helicopters. The 
hamlet of Ahmad Ava, for example, was completely wiped out. The greater 
part of the population has been successfully put to flight, but many (tens) 
were killed and were left behind. 


There are other small villages in the Baneh region, many of whose inhabi- 
tants were immigrants, who had been brought there by the army, after the 
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desatructton of thelr cltles to seek refuge, They have expertenced severe 
hardahipa, 


lQuestion}| A year ago, no great excltement was vietus to the -Lrantan Army 
about tiyht toy the Kurds, 


[Answer] This army has become more ettictont and more deadly. Just as we 
saw oi Sanandajy, Saqqes and Baneh, the army no longer hesitates to bomb the 
Citles, Of course, the army has a big problem from the standpotnat of equip» 
ment, espectally spare=partsa; to repalr one helleopter, tor example, tt 4 
necessary to take apart two others, The Shah's Army had such a wealth of 
reserve equipment that there are atill large supplies in many areas. — in 
recent weeks, we have seen toys in the mountatna which detonated upon use, 
In this ftashton, many children have been mutilated, 


lQueation] What is the role of the Revolutlonary Guarda? 


[Answer] The disarming of “counterrevoluttonartes." Since every armed 
Kurd, partteularly a commando, ta tundamentally counterrevolutionary., On 
this pretext, they go into the hamlets and make a general slaughter of 
ally and enemy alike. They even pillage. We resist whenever we can, ot 
we strike with a direct attack. In Saqqez and Sanandaj, commandos attack 
guards dally and even in Kermanshah, our forces attack Revolutionary Guard 
headquarters, tn order to wlpe out any security rematning for them in a 
‘ingle area and to prove that there is virtually no control over oceupled 
city centers, 


We have undertaken more important acttons tn recent weeks. We have brought 
down two government helfcopters at a bridgehead connecting Sardasht with 
the outside. Secondly, rebel artillery tire destroyed a government Army 
motorized headquarters at Urmia. Third, actions were accomplished at a 
hamlet between Naqadeh and Ashnevieh 15 days earller. We took prisoner 

10 of $00 revolutionary guards, destroyed two government tanks and took a 
third as spoil. 


lOuestion|] These reports were not in the Tehran announcements, 


[Answer] tran Radlo-Televiston has practically never reported government 
losses, but has consistently reported tnnumerable deaths that are, for the 
most part, tmaginary. Radio Iran recently announced that In an engagement 
we had killed 175, The engagement concerned was tn tact so amall that no 
one was wounded, 


LIBERATION Comment: We have been able to contirm the reports of the Demo 
cratic Party of Kordestan on the spot«<-we have monttored [ran on the sub- 
ject of their own losasea and on that of thelr pponents, Last year, tor 
example, a printed trantan source mentloned that between 300 and 600 per- 
sons were killed in a battle prior to the fall of Mehabad; Kurdish sources 
counted 13 dead (6 trom one side, 7 from the other). This close sort of 
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figuring, give of take a tew, more or less, ia rare, a clreumatance we

(LIBERATION: General Oveysi, Chief of Staff under the former Shah and 
known as the “Buteher of Tehran,” directs irregular operations againat 
Khomeyni from abroad, with the help of Iraq; the objectiven of those opera 
tions have no connection with the objectives of the Kordestan Democrat tl: 
Party of tran, Nothing prevents General Oveysi from exploiting the leader

[Question] To what extent has the invasion of the major city of Mehabad, 
announced by Iran's leaders, been completed? 


|Anewer!] All the cities are in the hands of the army. Between 1,000- 
15,090 soldiers were settled in the Mehabad garrison a year ago. The army 
had occupted the hills around the city with tanks and artillery. When 
this attack was announced for the first time, representatives of the peo- 
ple and political organizations held a conference with Army officials to 
tell them that this attack would cause harm without remedy. And to offer 
“a proposal that the armed rebels evacuate the city on condition that the 
Revolutionary Guards take the same steps. For a year, soldiers had been 
drifting in and out of Mehabad, without arms and without business there. 
The Army accepted these proposals but did not keep its own promise. It 
seems ae though the Army wants to occupy the city with tanks and turn the 
city into a power=base. From a military point of view, this would be use- 
leas. However, psychologically it would be a step towards intimidating 
people by saying “we took over Mehabad." 


[Question] What do you see in the future? 
[Anewer! Without being optimistic we can say that in a short period of 


time our military organization is better than it was last year, even in the 
occupied cities. The morale of the people is also better. People have 
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experteneed the [lre of war and have underatood that by tighting together 
something can be accomplished, Aa to the tuture, | must say that in months 
of parleya nothing has made me think that the enemy have any desire Lo 
Negotiate, We know from rellable sources that the Ayatollah Khomeyn! had 
ordered government representatives to put all our cities under slege be 
fore the parleye were held, And afterwards we prepared ourselves for a 
long war, We know no other chotce,”

1979 PRODUCTIVITY RISK--At the aeaston of the supreme comminsion on 
strengthening the productivity of labor and manufacturing, headed by the 
Minister of Labor and Soctal Betterment, Dr larael Kate, with the particl 
pation of representatives of government, employers, and the Hlatadrut, 
lurael Medan, general manager of the inatitute of labor and manulacturing 
productivity, reported yesterday that in 1979 there wan almost no inerean 
in productivity, and that the increase in the business sector wan only 

| percent, We pointed especially to the 2 percent tnerease in the indus- 
trial branch, which contraste with decreases of 1 percent in agriculture 
and & percent in construction, We said that some of the moderate increave 
could be attributed to lack of exploitation of production resources and 
manpower, due to the economic slowdown at the end of 1979, Another reason 
is the unfulfilled expansion of manufacturing after many workers had been 
hired by industry and construction in hopes of such expansion. Dan Prufer, 
the employers’ representative, reported that the public now recognizes 

the importance of the effort to raise labor productivity, and with properly 
integrated publicity it should be possible to promote this subject. He 
mentioned, among other things, an experiment at his firm in which the 
installation of air conditioning increased labor productivity substan- 
tially. Sha'ul Ben Simhon, Hiatadrut representative, emphasized the need 
to examine the recommendations of previous commissions, to learn which 
ones had been recommended for immediate implementation, and why they 

had not been implemented. Attorney Nahman ‘Uri, of the Ministry of Labor, 
emphasized that there are legal arrangements in existing collective agree- 
ments that make increases in productivity possible, and the reasons why 
these have not been impler nated should be investigated. In its coming 
sessions the commission will concentrate on prevention of absenteciam, 
problems of shift labor, work load and productivity, climate and produc- 
tivity, and motivation of industrial workers.

Text] The Lebanese Front's television has started its tests on channel 12 
which the authority has tried to use, 


Alter Charles Rlaq, the chalrman of the board of directors of the Lebanese 
lelevision, submitted his resignation in the wake of the kidnapping to which 
he had been subjected 2 weeks ago and during which, it is said, he was told 
by the Lebanese Forces to stop operating channel 12 and to leave it free for 
the experimental transmisston of the Free Lebanon Television, another issue 
omerged=-an tsaue which all have thought to be a mere maneuver or a mere ex- 
periment which the Lebanese Front has wanted to carry out after the success 
of the Votce of Lebanon Radio and the subsequent emergence of the "Voice of 
the Free Lebanon" a few years later. 


lt is evident in this case that the front, in the wake of its success in the 
sphere of radio tnformation, has sought to expand the sphere of its work by 
setting up a television company with a board of directors consisting of the 
front's partisans--a television company that propagates the front's policy 
and supports its positions, Numerous journalists have noticed that the im- 
portant events and occasions have been recorded on videotapes by cameras 
bearing the symbol [words dropped], t.e. the symbol of the Free Lebanon Tele- 
vision and that most of these filme and tapes have been recorded for storage 
and tor the archives, 


What Is the truth of the preparations for this televiston? 


it is certain that the Lebanese Forces have purchased 80 percent of the equip 
ment from France, the FRG, Britain, the United States and [taly. The help of 
German experts has been employed to select the transmission site, The cost 
has reached nearly 2 million [Lebanese] pounds so far. It is said that three 
centers are already prepared: The Teachers Institute in Junyah where the 
Educational Television Center has been set aside for film making, a center

Between the end of 1977 and the end of 1979, missed profits ino the Lebanes: 
exports sector as a result of security setbacks have been estimated at ?o% 
billion pounds, The tigure rises to nearly 5 billion Lebanese pounds tor 
the entire Lebanese production, of whieh the exports constitute one hall. 
Wha finure may ever double if the other economte sectors, such as tourtoam, 
trade and publte utilittes, as well as the drop in the produetivity of the 
fundamentally Limited public sector, are taken tanto consideration, 


lhis year's events have had no less effect than the events of the past 2 years. 
Perhaps this year's events have been even more serious and severe, tnduring 
these events-«not to mention the antletpatton of more such events and the as 
companying tear and reftratoment trom the implementation of any Longerange pro 
jectae-ts almost a miracle, 


These events have caused the Lebanese economy to lose tts components and have 
deprived it of the element of growth because they have covered the entire 
homeland and because they have (erupted simultaneously throughout the coun 
try at times and erupted in different parts at other times), 


Perhaps the tirst negative aspect resulting trom these setbacks ts the under 
tintow of any longerange plan, Economic planning ts based on clear viston 

in the medium and long range to realize balance tn production, to study costs 
and to assess transmitted profits, But the continued lack of security has 
turned the Lebanese economy tonto the pawn of eclreumsatances, or rather this 
economy has become an impulsive economy, This pattern under whieh the Leba 
nese economy Lives spurs the investor to produce by any means and at any cost 
to secure a quick protit capable of ylelding the capital before the antict- 
pated destruction hits his establishment,

fore the events, fhe only coneern of all ectvil servants, both high-ranking 
md minor and of tieials and of ottteials to charge and subordinates, has be 
come that oof accumulating money either by demanding increased wages and al 
lowanee for extra responsibilities or through illicit: means. 


No department or ageney is free of the greed for money--a greed that has turned 
inte a common factor among all the administrations, tn the real estate offi 


ces, tho transaction is coneluded before the “fees” tor it are paid, In the 
finanetial departments, no tee or tax can he paid easily and no tormality can 
be pertormed without waiting in desk drawers for days, if not lost. In the 

ls tricity ind watet agence te 8, the departments of the Ministry ol Publis 
Works, the State Employees Cooperative, the Ministry of Social Attairs and 

in all the other departments, there are middlemen and specialists who perform 
the tormalities in return for extra wages, especially in the Vehicle Registra 
tion Agency. Matters have reached the point where the civil servants have 
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turned into “honorary employees” Attracted to thelf jobs by nothing othe 
than their monthly wanes and by their tatluence that has turned tate a pipe 
line through which money ftlowa tate their pockets, aa ta the case ta the 
Lustome Department, the Mintatey of Health and the Mintatry of Keonemy and 
Line tee, 


A for the Lebanese eitigen, he has turned tanto the sole vietim that ondur 
the consequences of all of thin, This eitivzen perhaps pays the highest tip, 
not to say bribe, ta the world in order to be able to pay hia due taxes and 
lees, Meanwhile, the public services are in a4 constant state of chaos, Roade 
have turned into turrows, Uleetrteity, despite the new equipment and the in 
Crease in ite prices, is atlll subjeet to outages, Often, the capacity drop 
below 90 volte and paralyges industrial production, Fuel crises are succes 
ive and only death ia leas diffieult than getting medical care, Price con 
trol, drugs, [social] tnsurance Cormalities performed and other services lave 
bhocote impossible, 


Whenever a complaint ts voleed, the official in charge has one of two answers: 
it is either that "the number of employees ts inadequate: or “what do you 

want us to do?" And each official has a partisan group backing bim, We should 
keep in mind, though, that the number of civil servants in the Lebanese admin-

NEW HEAD OF MARONTTE ORDER ELECTED

iText] VPolittes Stayed out of the Maronite Order retreat during which the 
order's new head was elected, Will the new head do the same [atay out of 
polities)? 


On $O Aupust, the Maronite Order concluded a retreat which tt had convened 
on 28 August [date as given, see publication's date] to elect Father Bulus 
Nu'man as ite general head for 6 years to replace Abbot Sharbil Qassis, live 
synod also elected the following four new directors: Llyas Khalifah, direc 
tor and general deputy; Athanasyus Jalakh, Antunyus al-Sayfi and Tuma Muhanna 
as general directors, 


lhe eleetton session was headed by bishop George Abu-Sabir, the Bishop of 
Latakia, on assignment from the (eastern synod) in Rome. In a speech pre- 
ceding the vote, the bishop stressed the church's spiritual and soctal respon- 
sibilities in compltlance with the instructions of Pope Paul Il. 


but the preparations for the elections had actually started 15 days betore 
convecation of the synod and numerous names were presented, However, serious 
competition was confined to Abbot Qassis and Father Nu'man, Efforts were ex- 
erted with Oassis to persuade him to withdraw and support a third name but 
those etforts failed, keeping in mind that Qassis needed two thirds the votes 
for his renewal to be legal whereas a new head requires only one half the 
votes plus one vote to be elected, 


When Oassis stressed that he would continue the campaign, which remained calm 
and which was deseribed as having been characterized by an "athletic and 
priestly spirit,” all exerted efforts to keep the elections within the synod 
and to keep them remote from the charged atmosphere between the Marunites, 
There was also agreement between the candidates to reject any intervention 

by Marunite politicians to tip the balances in favor of a certain candidate 
so that such a candidate's loss may not be considered an act aimed against 
those supporting him and so that the Marunite divisions may not get deeper. 
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Pontitive Volnte tor Qaneain 


lhowe supporting Qasede's return consider the positions he has taken durtoy 
the Lebanese wae, eapeetally the twoeyear war, poattiona dictated by the 
clroumetanees, th Qaseta's opinteon, the Marunite sect has been In danger 
and the Marunite Order can do nothing but take a clear poaltion and cannot 
claim to be neutral, to this particular aphere, Qasalea han disagreed with 
the Maruntte Patrlarch more than once and thelr poattiona have been contrast 
lng. Qasete's supporters also underline the Clextbility and wiadom with 
which he has dealt with the tntereMarunite confllet that han caused the 
horth to break away from the Lebanese Front. Qassaia has maintained normal 
relations with all, Lt ta also the opinion of Qassia's supporters that the 
country is undergotag at present conditions similar to those prevailing dure 
inp the twoeyvear war, Consequently, he must continue to be present, 


Nut another current has tlsen to demand reconsideration of the order's role 
and to atress the need tor focusing on tte spiritual and soctal message and 
for continutng tte equal relationship with all and without any diserimina 
tion, Abbot Mutrus aleQagal, president of the Holy Spirit University, had 
Visited the north a week earller and had explored ex-President Sulayman 
hranjiyah's opinion on the eleetion of Nu'man, The ex«president assured 
\bbot al-Qavel hie respect tor the rule of noninterventton and the need tor 
the new order head to serve all the Marunites and not to succumb to the 
lopic oot one of thelr taetions, 


lhe elections did take place and Nu'man won by a vote of 47 compared to 40 
votes tor Abbot Qasaia. Two votes were cast for Father Basil Hashim who lad 
withdrawn in favor of Nu'man, During the synod retreat, Qassis was careful 
to diaploay bisa continuing good relations with Nu'man and to congratualte him 
immediately upon his suecess, 


ln the address he made following his election, Nu'man stressed: ‘We are not 
tor one faction or area but for all factions and areas." It has been noticed 
that the competition between the areas was not sharp during the elections 
even though the monks of Byblos supported Qassis and those of al-Shuf sup- 
ported Nu'man, However, the political inclinations were not evident, 


it is known that Nu'man is a spectalist in Marunite history and chat he is 
preparing a plan tor the order's future work, Politically, the question still 
raised is: Will he take part in the Lebanese Front meetings even though some 
know that he has no admiration for some of the traditional leaders? 


lt seems that the Holy Spirit University has emerged triumphant in these c- 
lections, Father Tuma Muhanna is dean of the university's School of Philo- 
sophy, tather llyas Khalitah is the dean of its School of Theology and Ab 
bot Nu-man is the dean of the untversity's History School.

THEORY BEHIND REVOLUTLONARY COMMITTEES EXPLAINED

[Text] The revolutionary man will not be able to bring about revolutionary 
change, exercise force, or deal with the circumstances of society in 
general unless there is a definite program to which this revolutionary 

and other revolutionaries are committed so that their action will be 
productive, 


So that the revoluttonary's action will not be suicidal and hopeless, he 
resorts to establishing a program of action which unites him with his 
fellow revolutionaries. By so doing, they define their methods of action 
and the goals they are endeavoring to achieve, and they establish a pre- 
cise timetable for these tasks based on exhaustive study conducted by the 
revolutionaries in the light of their understanding of revolutionary 
theory, 


The uniting of a group of revolutionaries around a daily and weekly program 
of action which they derive from revolutionary theory is manifested in the 
emergence of the revolutionary group or the formation of the revolutionary 
committee, 


The formation of the revolutionary committee is not prompted by a feeling 
of danger or threat which tntimidates the adherent of the mass revolutionary 
ideology, nor is it motivated by a feeling of isolation. Its goal is not 
to create a degree of isolation from society by creating a conditional and 
inverted social entity with the aim of producing a human type who will not 
hesitate to carry out the tasks assigned to him because of the subcon- 
scious sway which the tdea of membership in this new group and the princi- 
ples of the group have gained over his thinking. Such is the case in the 
various party organizations and in all political and social groups and 
organizations that evolve with the goal of creating a substitute for the 
social entity of the people, 


Such groups and organizatons carry out their tasks and win their honors 
on the pretext of the inability of the people as a whole to carry out 
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tanks, whieh are thus entrusted to party or other orpganteat lonn, hint 
used to provide a justification tor requiring the people to reapeet the 
traditions of such organtgattionsa and to belleve blindly in their lawa and 
ceremonies, (hor they are, in any case, the people's means of obtaiatny 
their righte and the people's avenue to freedom!) 


Theretore, the politteal orpanivationsa explolt the traditional loyalty ot 
the people and the soelety for thelr benefit, deatgnating the right to 
act on thin loyalty as their own, Until these politteal organigat tons 
come to power, it is wronye to confer reapeet and loyalty on other groups, 
including even the soctety iteelf, Kaeh organization claima to have 
emerged for the benefit of soelety, maintaining that the soctlety ta caupht 
in a bad and unsuitable stage from which the organization wishes to save 
it. thus, tt ta right and necessary that this politteal organization 
should tare the place of the soetlety, and consequently, that ite lawa and 
ceremonicos should take the place of those of soctety, 





This ts nothing other than a type of heresy, the results of which can be 
seen in all parties: the creation of an impotent and fanatical human 

type who does not belleve in the people and strives to selve power on the 
atrength of his suppressed feeling. This feeling makes him belleve that 
he is a member of the vanguard and the elite, and that he is not Like the 
masses and the simple-minded rabble who do not understand anything, Wow 
ever, duty calle him to think for the masses and lead them where he wishes, 


His people, brothers and friends are not the members of his nation but 
rather the members of his party--those who are like him and agree with 
him! Stated very briefly, this organization is a new tribe, preparing 
its members to seize power and feeding them with ideas which enjoin them 
to isolate themselves from society by creating a new proup that is dif- 
ferent from it and a substitute for it. 


This dilemma is rejected by the revolutionary committees, 


The member of the revolutionary committee is nothing more than a herald or 
a teacher, He uncovers the unjust principles and rouses the people to 
destroy them, Moreover, he takes part in the destruction of these prin- 
ciples as a member of the masses. 


He urges the masses to establish the revolutionary laws, which are the 
principles of justice, and he performs his part in establishing them as a 
member of the masses, For all of these reasons, he does not feel that he 
is isolated or separated from society. Rather, the welfare of this 
people--members of his nation--motivates him to arouse them and encourage 
them and lead them to remedy their problems, He does not think for them 
or belong to a group which is a substitute for society, 


On the contrary, the revolutionary committees are themselves estab] ished 
because of a belief in the people and their ability to liberate them- 
selves and out of a sense of belonging to the people, 
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lhe baste motive tor the emergenee of the revoluttonary committeen ta a 
desire to attain the lotty poale of seelety in order to aehteve happiness 
lor man, What ts tt that motivates the sacrifilee made by the members of 
the revolutionary committees it not a bellef in the legitimate righta of 
the misses, including the personal rights of each of these members an an 
individual member of the mansen? 


Wher tevoluttionartes form a revoluttonary committee, it la thelr means of 
teaching the beat way tor the masses to overcome oppresalon so that others 
will not be prompted to form a group to take the place of the people, 


hey provide their countrymen with the model and the example of the sound 
way to bring about the revolution, namely, by creating people's confer- 
ences, which are an objective that the revolutionary committees strive to 
achleve, 


low the Revolutionary Committees Work 


There are no differences among the members of the revoluttlonary commit- 
tees, and there ta no pyramidal or other type of organizational arrange- 
ment in these committees, 


The revolutionary committee meets as a whole whenever possible, or some 
nembers are commisstoned to carry out an action when it its impossible for 
the committee to undertake it as a group, The revolutionary committees 
have no form of official leadership, that is, a leadership which requires 
order, obedience and subordination, This is the customary type of leader- 
ship in the traditional political organizations, whose purposes have now 
become obsolete, 


The leadership which the revolutionary committees are working to develop 
ia the revolutionary leadership alluded to earlier, This leadership 

does not arise out of a need for order or obedience, or trom a desire 

for subordination, or in order to garner individual or group benefits and 
gains of whatever sort. It develops out of a desire to arrive at the 
truth, and it develops naturally without any decision to establish it 
from any source, 


Thus, the work of the revolutionary committees ts organized in accordance 
with the comprehensive and setentific revolutionary theory embodied in the 
Green Book, Thetr first duty is to establish the power of the people 

by creating a system of government by the people through the popular 
conferences which make decisions, and the popular committees which carry 
out these decisions. A second duty of the revolutionary committees is 

to defend the potentials of the people by inciting them to perfect the 
wealth and weapons which are the means by which they wield power, and by 
fighting and destroying any deviation which hinders or blocks the complete 
realization of the power of the people. The latter will be accomp!]ished 
through the revolutionary committees’ fulfillment of the duty of 
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revelutlonary ouperybaton, fhia duty ta pertormed by the reyvolutlonary 
committees becatine of the conse lousnesa and knowledwe they have palned 
through the study of revolutionary theory and through thete continuous 
work anony the masses to tnelte them to revolution and the use of torce 
ayainat the symbols of backwardness and the manifestations of oppression 
that distort the lite of the masses and undermine thelr future, 


Do the Committecs Exeretse Revolutlonary Force’? 


The revoluttlonary committees are the revolut lonary leadership of the 
popular masses and they lead the masses in the phase of revolutton, 

This includes pulding the exercise of force through the popular masses 
so that the toree will be produetive, humane and effective on the paycho- 
logical and cultural level, 


As was explained earltler, no one««whoever he may bee-has the right to act 
in the plaee of the phople, This ts a sound principle whieh will prevent 
the revolutlonary committees from ever becoming capable of acting on thett 
own apart from the ocean of the masses surging through the new life which 
the revolutionary committees are struggling to create In this new ape 

the ave of the masses, From this role entrusted to the revolut tonary 
committees, we realize that they must employ force, Wowever, this will 
not be the traditional kind of force, such as that which polititieal groups 
have used in the past, first against others who used it and then ayainst 
the people themselves, Such groups are captivated by the love of power 
and sense their separation from the masses, This ts a calamitous phenom- 
enon from which the majority of political organizations still suffer. 

| would like to call this the “antithesis,” by which | mean the politteal 
organization's carrying out of the function and role of the political for- 
ces which it was fighting. 


Thu, a political organization criticizes despotic forces, saying that they 
oppress and subjugate the people, and find justification to use force 
avainst these forces until they overturn them in some way. Then it becomes 
apparent that the demands of the masses have not been met. An Incon- 
sistency develops, and the political organization which has yvained contro] 
can find no other way--according to its arguments--to defend the revolu- 
tion and the revolutionary accomplishments, than to use force against the 
masses to prevent them from destroying the marvelous accomp] ishments 
achieved by the political organization! 


There is no way to escape from this maelstrom of political action except 
by eliminating the mission of the violent political organizations, which 
is to attain power, and by obliterating the old mobilizational and ide- 
Oloyvtcal methods which set the political activists and revolutionaries 
apart from the masses by separating their group from that of the society. 


This means that the function of political action is to bring the popular 
masses to power by organizing them into people's conferences. This is 
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the only democratic and progressive method that a revolutionary can posal 
bly employ, respect and atrive to put into effect, 


Vaut and contemporary expertlences have taught us the reasons for the 
latlure of politteal activity and the collapse of the great tdean in the 
life of our oppressed mankind, With this, all theorles have become mere 
Cliches without any spirit and without anything to attract ua, Like paper 
dolle or pretty artieltical flowers, 


We no longer wiah to expertence additional tallures, and we do not have 
time to waste on tutile struggles, 


Orvanigattion of the Revoluttonary Committees 


The revolutionary committee begins as a political and practical framework, 
sometimes with only one tndividual who then calla on others with similar 
characteristics to join him, As mentioned earlier, these are individuals 
who have attained [word illegible] of the political, economic and social 
systems prevalling tn their communities through study of the Green Book, 
This study of the Green Book has also provided them with an alternative 

to these corrupt systems, Their presence together constituted a compact 
guaranteeing the destruction of the society of exploitation, oppression 
and backwardness and the building of the new socialist soctety heralded by 
the Green Book, 


The appeal--whether by an individual or by a group--was made to tel! others 
about the values of the era of the masses, And whether the appeal was 

open or secret, by direct personal contact or through indirect means, it 
was the method by which the revolutionary conmittees organized them- 
selves, 


The model and example of skill and method is one means of heralding the 
new thinking. 


This review of the characteristics of the revolutionary committee member 
demonstrates the characteristics which we consider a model of skill and 
method, The revolutionary group's organization of itself into a revolu- 
tionary committee means in principle its willingness to carry out the 
duties arising from its existence as a revolutionary group. The first 
of these duties is the organization of the popular masses into secret 
people's conferen es. 


The revolutionary committee organizes the masses surrounding it into a 
secret people's conference. This conference may begin with one individual, 
but it grows steadily to contain all the popular masses in its environment 
at the earliest opportunity. 


Another function of the revolutionary committee is to form addittona! 
revolutionary committees in other areas to fulfill the same role in the 
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Oryani“ationot the Masses, so that within a certain period, all or moat of 
the people will become all iliated with the people'a conterences and will 
be ready to exerelae power by means of themeeor actually, they will be 
ready to setae power through them by the approprtate means prior to exer 
Ctlatonp power, 


Ihe revolutlonary committee ty any piven place beytina by formulating a 
concept oof this place trom the standpolnt of the importanee and con 

vce loummens of the people and thelr willingness to bear thelr responsibility 
in selving their right to power, Next Lt formulates a speetite concept ton 
of the people'a conference, whose eatablishment tt Inaures by seeret ly 
calling on the masses to jotn it, The committee envistons the conterence 
strueturally ta terme of tte number of partletipants and the existence of 
ite admintiatrative seeretartiat, Thus, we tind that no people are tneot 
porated cate the structure up until the hour tt ta coneetved, The means 
which are employed are to attract the people into the structure individually 
and ih groupe trom the outelide environment, to thie wav, the new struc 
ture is tilled with people and the old structure they occupted previously 
is omptiod completely--or nearly so, 


lhe revolutionary committees thus ereate holes tn this structure through 
which people leak into a new and sound structure tree trom oppression 
and the prineiples of exploitation, 


These holes are simply the methods of appeal and attraction which the 
revoluttonary committee employs in order to bring consetousness to an 
ndvanced stage of action and to channel this conselousness toward the 
popular revolution in order to achteve the soctety of the jamahirivah, 


The todividuals who tormed the old structure are the very ones whom the 
revolutionary committees attract tn order to form a new structure of life. 


We can deseribe these channels of nourtshment opened in the body of soctety 
as roots which draw in the necessary nutrients for plants in the growth 
stage from a suitable environment, 


The methods of appeal in the revolutionary committees are like tiny 
caplliartes whose function ts to enable the popular conferences to grow 
and continue to survive until they reach maturity with the seizure of the 
power, wealth and weapons by the masses, 


How Do the Masses Seige Power? 


| touched on this matter earlier during our discussion of the function 
of the revolutionary committees and the question of the revolution and 
violence, However, what | am trying to explain here is the purely prac- 
tical side of this complex process, which begins with an ideological 
change and matures with a complete and radical transformation of the 
elements of lite tn human soctety, 
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lhe conditions tor the selzure of power by the masses can be summarized as 
follows: 


1, The formation of people's conferences’ in which the masses organize 
themselves and whieh they prepare as an inetrument of government to take 
the place of all the tradittonal tnatruments of government, 


2, The tall of the tradittonal machinery of government through tts elimina 
tion or destruction, 


These are the two necessary conditions for the seizure of power by the 
masses, Unless they are met, this will not be attainable under any cir- 
cumstances, For this reason, it is understood that the people's confer- 
ences are to carry out the destruction and eliminatton of the traditional 
government and establish the rule of the masses in the people's confer- 
ences in its place, 


This is the faet on the baeis of which the revolutionary committees call 
the people to the people's conferences, It is on this basis, as well, that 
the revolutionary committees mobilize the revolutionary committees to 
enable them to carry out this funetion in the best manner. 


Many of the popular uprisings which have occurred in many different parts 
of the world would have succeeded if they had been led by people's con- 
ferences. In Eyypt, tor example, the popular masses revolted, rejected 
obedience and recognition of the official authorities as illegitimate, and 
poured forth toward the capital and the major cities from everywhere. 

But then the dictatorial government was able to smash these masses, wound 
them and drive them back into their holes like rats, as if nothing had 
happened, But if this has been done a different way, with well-defined 
and radical tactics, the people's conferences would have come into the 
open and proclaimed the overthrow of the dictatorial government. Each 
people's conference would have been responsible for its geographical area 
and would have defended it and eliminated the power of the dictatorial 
government within it. In this way, the organization of the |word il lepi- 
ble] masses takes place, and they are incited to carry out the same task 
throughout the region, They easily vain control over the country without 
encountering any |word tllegible] actions from the dictatorial authori- 
ties. They finally tighten their grip on these illegal powers, which are 
left without any presence except in the capital, which is itself [in 
rebellion?|]. The government is then eliminated in the capital by an 
advance from the outside and by internal disruption. But this is done 
without abandoning the basic principles followed by all the people's 
conferences which march on the capital from the different areas, 


This is the method of popular revolution, and tt ts a method which cannot 
be resisted for several reasons: 


|, It makes the masses organized and gives them definite goals which are 
unfailing and cannot be haggled over under any circumstances, 
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/, It permits the dissolutton of the power of the dfletatorial povernment 
without allowing it to settle the matter anywhere at a time when Lt needs 
to coneentrate Ite power, This also affords time for the conferences to 
mike themselves publie and organize themselves thoroughly=-even in the 
capitaleeso that the people's blow againat the dletatortal regime wlll be 
hiatal and deelisive, 


s, There ts no chanee for the strugyle of the masses to be coopted, led 
astray or outsmarted, It is the masses which earry out the revolution 
directly, lead it in the ttleld and know where to stop tt. 


4, The faet that the people carry out the revolution and organize them- 
selves thoroughly in the popular committees attracts the torces which the 
dletatortal yovernment is able to exploit into the ranks of the people, 
because these forces are from the people and because those carrying out 

the revolution have a direct relationship with these forces and have the 
power to influence them, This puts the dietatortal regime at a loss and 
dentes {it the prerogative of using these forces, which it considers a 

club that is always at the ready, Thus, it is not able to prolong its time 
in power, 

5, By organizing themselves in the people's conferences, the popular 
masses will be an instrument of government which will not permit the chaos 
and social and political breakdown that usually accompany revolutions and 
acts ot violence and destruction, In facet, acts of economic or soctal 
sabotage may not occur at all, because the masses will find themselves 

in control of their land, owning the spots where they plant their teet., 
The reactionary government, on the other hand, will tind that {it has no 
power and does not possess anything which merits destruction, Thus, the 
traditional regime will fall naturally without any complications in the 
areas of security or order. 


After this, the masses will have only to establish the general conferences 
in which the leaders of the people's conferences, the people's committees, 
ihe trade unions, the leagues and the federations will come together to 
put the people's decisions into final form and establish the system of 
people's government forever, thus achieving their final victory.

VIOLATION OF HARATINE'S CIVIL RIGHTS ALLEGED

[Text] Some Haratine having been arrested recently in 
Mauritania (LE MONDE, 4 April), a reader, Mra Claude 
Cenison, writes to us to clarify the living condit tons 
of this soctal category,

(pl.: Haratine). The distinetton between the slaves and the emancipated 

is very difficult to make, most of those called "emancipated" being so 

"de facto" (escape, independent activity) but not "de jure" Clepal act). 

Of the black race, descendants of the prisoners taken during the rezzous 
carried out in black territory, they have Lived for several generations in 
the Moorish milieu, that is, nomadic and desert-dwelling. They have adopted 
certain of its practices, language and clothing among others. 


The Linguistte question takes on a spectal importance tnsotar as it has con- 
stituted and continues to constitute an essential claim of the Negro-African 
populations, Hassanophones Like the Moors, the Haratine are often assimila- 
ted with the Arabo=Berber population whose Life and c:lture they have shared 
for years, 


But can one speak of an identical culture for all that? Can one compare 

the “master” who, in the tent, ceremonially serves the traditional mint tea, 
and the "eaptive™ who hauled the water and wood necessary for its preparation? 
lf the abduetions appear to have ceased since the country's independenc 
(1960), it seema (hat some selling of slaves has still taken place since that 
date, 


At present the Haratine make up the majority of the unexilled laborers and 
the unemployed who have flocked to the cities after the drought of the seven 
ties. <As tent slaves, thev attend to domestic duties; as bush slaves, they 
watch the master's flocks or insure the grain supply of the encampments dur 
ing the winter. The contlictsa whtch take place regularly in the country's 
interior seem to show, despite a poor circulation of information, that cer 
tain Haratine want to put an end to their status, which does not violate 
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Lie Meet elementary human rights any leas because it ta traditional..

EXPORT FIGURES SHOW SATISFYING INCREASE

[Text] tt te with obvious satistaction that the minister of commerce has 
just announced the initial figures reported by the foreign trade of Morocco 
this year, 


Statistics established last 30 April show that very substantial progress tin 
exports was reported, on the order of 52 percent over the figures reached in 
1979, This te a really exceptional rate of progress that had not been seen 
since 1974-1975, 


lhe increase is essentially due to exportation of phosphates of which we 
recently pointed out the development in terms of quantity as well as price, 
lt lead export development is included, ore exports in the first 4 months 
are up by 63 percent over the results achieved during the same period in 
1979, 


Phosphoric acid exports continue to increase at a lively pace; they have 
more than doubled since last year (+ 135 percent). 


lhese are some of the principal results achieved: 


|, Apricultural products: citrus fruits: up 26 percent in value; young 
veyetables: up 58 pereent in value; olive ofl: vigorous resumption of 
exports, of which there were none in 19793; paper pulp: sales development 
is continuing at a spectacular rate, 


Mining products: Overall tnerease of 63 percent. 


‘4, Partly processed products: fertilizers: + 89 percent; phosphoric acid: 
+ 145 percent. 


4 Finished products: overall increase of 3/7 percent: ready-to-wear 
clothing: tInerease of 69 percent; footwear: + 144 percent. 


Imports also showed an increase, but not so broad in scope: the rise ts 
only $2 percent, Consequently the balance of trade deficit ts declining and 
the import-export covering rate which was only 49.8 percent In Aoril 1979 ha 
increased this year to 57.3 percent.

[Excerpt] Safi, | July (MAP)--Beginning his official visit to the Sali prov- 
inces, Essaouira and el-Jadida, his majesty King Hassan II arrived in Safi

ing SO2 was and finally SO3, 


Sulphuric acid then gives off heat, which is converted into electrical ener: 
wy in quantities sufficient for the running of the complex. The surplus 
energy is intended for the National Electricity Office (ONE). Mixiay sul 
phuric acid with phosphate produces phosphoric acid in a 54 percent concen 
tration from which P 205 (phosphoric oxide) is extracted. 


the P 205 is intended for export. The capacity of each of the three units 
at "Morecco Phosphates 2" its 1,750 tons of sulphurte acid a day. They also 
produce a total of 1,500 tons of phosphoric acid a day. The complex thus 
consumes 5,500 tons of phosphate a day,

GOVERNMENT WELCOMES ALMOST HALF MILLION REFUGEES 
Paris LE MONDE in French 11 Jul 80 p 4

[Text] Towawa--"The idea of going home never leaves us. But when? We 

fled Ethiopia because we were being oppressed. We shall not go back again 
until the regime in office has been overturned. Meanwhile, we lead a pas- 
sive existence, uprooted." Johannes Desta does not conceal the unhappiness 
of his existence, like the majority of the 500 occupants of the Towawa camp. 
He is from the Tigre Province in the north of Ethiopia. He was a primary 
school teacher until the military in power threw him into prison. Relative- 
ly privileged, he was there only 2 months. Afterwards he took the long 

road into exile. He is barely 25 years old, and frankly admits that he be- 
longs to the Tigre Liberation Front, an armed combat movement against the 
"military dictatorship." 


The "semi-urban community" of Towawa came into existence only a month ago. 
An hour's drive by Land Rover from Khartoum, and 2 hours from Kassala--on 
the Ethiopiar border--it shelters "old refugees" settled until recently in 
the nearby town of Gedaref. Rising soruptly out of the bush, Towawa came 
into existence through one of the retugee resettlement pilot projects imple- 
mented by the Sudanese government with the support of the United Nations 
High Commission for Refugees (UNHCR). Each of the 1,300 families in Towawa 
has received the materials necessary for building its own "oukal,” the tra- 
ditional round thatch-roofed hut. 


For 6 months, the world food program will supply the occupants of Towawa, 
free of charge,with the powdered milk and sorghum with which the women will 
make "“doura," a cooked flat cake which is the basic food of northern Ethio- 
pians. After that, they will have to be self-sufficient. A primary school 
and a little clinic will open soon. 


Among the host countries harboring the 5 million African refugees--one out 
of every two in the world=-the Sudan is somewhat of a model. Having faced 
the drama of exile itself in the past--half a million of its nationals hav- 
ing found asylum until 1972 in neighboring countries, as a result of the 
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civil war--the Sudan has managed to pursue a generous policy in the matter, 
For the past 15 years waves of refugees have continuously flooded across 

{ts borders: Zairians in 1965 and 1968, Ethiopians from Eritrea and else- 
where in 1967, 1974, and since 1979, Chadians from 1970 to 1974 and in 1979, 
Ugandans in 1972 and 1979, Not one of the refugees has ever been turned 
away. On 1 January 1980--the latest known statistic--there was 441,000 of 
them, made up of the following groups: 390,000 Ethiopians (including 
360,000 Eriteans), 39,000 Ugandans, 7,000 Chadians, and 5,000 Zairians. 


Here refugees have been considered second class people to a lesser extent 
than elsewhere. A government department was set up to take care of them. 
From 1967 to 1979, the UNHCR devoted $17 million to refugees in the Sudan. 
However, for this country which is one of the poorest in the world, the 
refugee burden has become intolerable with the passing of years. A parti- 
san of voluntary repatriation of exiles, the Sudan has continued to be a 
reception country in accordance with humanitarian conventions. But it has 
decided to make the public aware of its efforts and to start a fundraising 
campaign on behalf of the exiles who have wound up on its soil. 


The Sudanese Government has set itself the task of putting an end to the 
spontaneous settling of refugees by grouping them in permanent resettlement 
areas equipped with infrastructures enabling them to become self-supporting 
quickly. The UNHCR, which considers the Sudanese policy realistic and cour- 
ageous, increased its financial contribution to this project sixfold in 1980. 
Several European and Scandinavian countries, the EEC itself, United Nations 
agencies and the Islamic Development Bank have announced or given hopes of 
aid programs. But it is far less than is needed. "There is a limit to what 
our government can manage,’ we were told by Sayed Abel Alier, vice president 
of the Sudanese Republic, "We do not want to find ourselves in the same situ- 
ation as some south east Asian countries. 


Avoiding Friction 


To prevent the development of ghettos, the Sudanese Government is planning 
to integrate refugee communities into the development programs of neighbor- 
ing districts. The emergence of areas of friction between refugees and the 
local population must be avoided, thus the inhabitants of Towawa were still 
living in an area of Gedaref a short time ago [as published]. It was partly 
burned down last October after a quarrel broke out between Ethiopians and 
Sudanese. So the authorities decided to move the refugees out of the town. 
Whether in connection with job-hunting, admission to hospital, or admission 
to education, refugees are perceived as intruders, usurpers even, and some- 
times privileged as well when they receive free food for several months. 

At Gedaref, Port-Sudan, or Khartoum, the influx of refugees has caused an 
increase in rents and made the shortage of transportation worse. 


Most of *he refugees were peasants in their nat ve countries. Many hope to 
return to agriculture. As a ree. . of international aid, the government 
has provided for allocation of land to them, Ten kilometers outside Gedaref, 
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the villaye of Um Garygur shelters 6,000 retugees, This year each tamily 
will recetve one heetare, and a second one tn 198BL, These lands were bout 
from nelghboring tarmers, The HCR hopes that the retugees wlll soon become 
elt “support ines as tar as tood ts concerned, In the meantime, the adults 
are to @ larwe extent inactive. Accordin,, to a survey, admittedly conducted 
{tn the oft-season, over 6 oul ot 1) were unemployed, The others work an 
average of 7 months a yvear, Only a real program of rural development will! 
enable the retugees to restore the economic and social balance of the vil 
laxe community that they lost when they set out on the road to exile.

[Text! In an address, given yesterday in Fast Berlin, Dr Sadok Mokaddem, 
president of the Tunisian National Assembly, heading a delegation of dep- 
uties representing Tunisia at the 67th Inter-Parllamentary Union assembly, 
evoked the major problems of our time and gave a broad picture of situation 
currentiy existing in certain world regions. 


In opening his statement, Dr Mokkadem reviewed the major queations which 
are on everyone's mind and which, by their intensity, do endanger the 
international perce and security. They consist notably of the progressive 
deterioration of ‘nternational situation, of the accelerating course toward 
armaments, of the reactivated tension focal points in various parts of the 
world, of subversive activities, of destabilization efforts and internation- 
al terrorism, and of the increase in the disparity, the socioeconomic dis- 
tortions, between North and South. 


Speaking of the situation in Africa, first Dr Mokaddem expressed his satis- 
faction at Zimbabwe accession to full sovereignty, before stigmatizing the 
"“shameful' and degrading practices of apartheid and racial discrimination 
toward native populations in South Africa. On this point, he called upon 
the international community to take energetic measures and "if need be, 
effective sanctions” with the objective of bringing this country to its 
senses, as its current behavior “constitute an unacceptable insult to the 
whole of mankind.” 


In the same order of ideas, the president of the National Assembly noted 
that only Israel continues to maintain close relations and an intense co- 
operation with South Africa. 


Again in connection with Africa, Dr Mokaddem has evoked the drama which 
is engulfing the Eritrean people, victim of a “veritable genocide."

CHICKEN FARM CONTRACT=-<A contract for a chicken farm was awarded to a Dut 


company. The chicken farm, a joint Arab venture, will be built in al-Qasi 


region in Saudi Arabia under the supervision of the Arab Company for cattle 
development (with headquarters in Damascus), and part of the Council fo: 
Arab Economic Unity. The farm will cost 30 million dollars, or 10% of the 
capital of the Arab Company. Twenty international companies submitted bids 
for this farm. The first phase of this project will include building a 
slaughterhouse, a hatchery, a chicken feed factory, and a factory to produ 
6 million eggs annually for the Arab markets. The tirst phase will be com- 
pleted in two years. However, it is expected that other contracts will be 
required to build housing for the workers and an electric power station 
before the completion of phase one. The work on this project began late: 
than anticipated by the Arab Company. The farm was to be built in ‘Inshas' 
in Egypt, but it was later decided to move it to Saudi Arabia following the 
Camp David accords. Another delay occured when the Arab Company discovered 
that the tenders for the project were much higher than anticipated which 
led to a reviewal of the project's plans. Another animal feed factory pre- 
senctly exists in al-Qasim region in Saudi Arabia. The other projects of 
the Arab Company include raising sheep and chicken in Syria, and an anima! 
feed factory which is presently being built in Sudan. lue aforesaiu Dutch 
company also manages vegetable farms in Oman.
